Don't Repeat Child's Cute 
Remarks in Front of Him

MANY parents and adoring rela­ 
tives of a young child, especially 
the grandparents, ara inclined to 
repeat the "bright" remarks or 
"cute" deeds of a youngster under 
five or ais right before him. This 
most often occurs before company. 
Sometime* it is boring to th* com­ 
pany, who must pretend they are 
Impressed. Usually It is very bad for 
the to t The practice may make the 
child conceited and become very un­ 
happy later when he Is not the cen­ 
ter of attention. Sometimes It will 
caus* |h* child to feel shy or hurt 
on Benting that his Innocent re­ 
marks or doings are being made a 
source of levity for older persons. 
I My bulletin, “Home Suggestion* to 
Grandparents." may ba had In a 
•tamped envelope.) 
. 
Those who engage In this silly 
practice are often prompted by 
pride or by what they suppose will 
amuse. Anyway, the reported Bay­ 
ing* and doing* of th* child were 
not at all unusual, aa a rule. Par­ 
ents and other adults who hava 
observed any young child for some 
weeks or months and hava enough 
Imagination to put themselvea In 
this child's place are rarely or never 
grossed at anything Ip Baya or 
achieves. Indeed, the person who 
often talks about a tot's "cuts’* 
statem ents or amating exploits re­ 
veals his or her own lack of Insight 
ar understanding of this child. 
I believe IS la doubtful whether 


one should relate such matter skoal 
■youngster, even Ut his abesse*, 
Since this practice also Indicates 
on*'* lack of appreciation of the 
child’s development.
